GCC & Global Markets Update 


Global markets were closed for trading on Sunday. 


Asian markets are trading in the green on Monday. China, Japan 
are South Korea are up 1.5%, 2.0% and 0.5%, respectively. Hong 
Kong and India are trading 0.9% and 0.6% higher, respectively, 
in the morning session. 


GCC markets ended mixed on Sunday. Dubai and Abu Dhabi 
gained 0.6% and 1.0%, respectively. Kuwait and Qatar decreased 
0.1% and 0.2%, respectively. Oman ended 0.2% higher, while 
Bahrain closed 0.2% lower. 


The Dubai Airport Freezone Authority (Dafza) revealed that its 
trade in 1Q21 rose 4.7% annually to more than USD 39bn (SAR 
146bn). Dafza, which recorded a trade surplus of AED 2.44bn 
(SAR 2.49bn), accounted for 11% of Dubai's trade during 1Q21, 
maintaining the same level recorded in the same quarter of 
2020.

Dubai's Roads and Transport Authority (RTA) has collected AED 
2.66bn (SAR 2.71bn) in revenues via digital channels during 
2020. The number of digital transactions and smart apps 
downloads reached 527 million and 6.14 million, respectively, 
while the number of registered users on digital platforms hit 
2.16 million.
